The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
references fail to either singularly or in combination show: (b) forming a first conductive 
layer on said substantially monolithic body of semiconductor material; (c) etching said 
first conductive layer to define an edge of floating gate structures and to expose a 
portion of said semiconductor material ion said vertical source line; after step (c), (d) 
implanting dopants into said exposed portion of said vertical source line; after step (d), 
forming a second conductive layer overlying said first conductive layer; (f) etching said 
first and second layers to from floating gat and control gate structures which intersect 
said isolation structures as specified in claim 8.
